A NEW WEST NEWTON PASTOR. 


Special services were held Sunday morn- 
ing nt the (Twinning Unitarian church, 
coinuiemorativo of the 2<>th anniversary of 
the pastorate of Rev. Dr. Francis II. Iforn- 
brooke, one of tlie most popular Newton 
pastors. There wus a large congregation, 
including nmnv former members of tlie so- 
ciety. Tlie church quartet rendered spe- 
cial music. 

Dr. Ilornlirooke took for his text II Cor- 
inthians, IV, 13, “We nlso believe and 
therefore speak.” Ho said in part: 

“It Is often regarded as one of the disad- 
vantages under which a liberal Christian 
minister lnbnrs that lie has no formulated 
creed which he can utilize ns nn authority* 
He must persuade his hearers and whatso- 
ever he speaks must be Irom the dept It s of 
his own convictions. 

“Twenty years ago 1 was installed as 
minister in this church, and if nt that time 
one had usk«*d me what methods of teach- 
ing I should pursue I fear my answer 
would have been most inadequate. But af- 
ter all those years of experience I have 
come to realize what the spirit and methods 
of my teachings have been. I have en- 
deavored to be sincere and to speak from 
9(>.4i8 j tlie convictions of my own heart. I have 
also endeavored to show that some of tlie 
doctrines which we cannot accept contain 
some substantial truths which we should 
cherish. I have sought to understand 
rather than criticise the many forms iu 
which Christianity is presented to us. 

“It is a great tiling to build up an institu- 
tion, but it is a greater tiling to build up 
tlie lives of men and women to tlie crea- 
tion of a sweeter and purer world.” 

Dr. Hornbrooke spoke at considerable 
length upon tlie growth and progress of 
the dimming church since his ministry be- 
gan. Tlie present building lias been erect- 
ed and tlie society is now free from debt.

Meeting- of Trustees of Newton Hospital 

The quarterly meeting of tlie trustees 
was held at the Newton Hospital, on Fri- 
day ufternoon, Sept 29th. Those present 
were Me&dames M. L. Bacon, A. B. Cobb, 
W. II. Gould, E. B. Haskell, John T. Lodge, 
John Lowell, J. Howard Nichols, Messrs. 
Geo. S. Bullens, Chas. C. Burr, C. S. 
Dennison, W. I\ Ellison, D. R. Emerson, 
T. B. Fitzpatrick, J. IL Leeson.Otis I’cttee, 
L. G. Pratt, Rey, Geo. W. Shinn, W. P. 
Tyler, Drs. S. L. Eaton, Win. O. Hunt, E. 
P. Scales, F. L. Thayer; President Leeson 
occupying the ehair, and Dr. Eaton acting 
as clerk pro tern. • 

The treasurer’s report showed receipts 
for the quarter of $5569, while the expenses 
were $7469, of which $1140 were for new 
buildings and renewal of olde/ wards. Tlie 
treasurer stated that tlie available funds 
with tlie addition of the income of the 
hospital would enable him to pay next 
month’s bills, but that lie expected a short- 
age iu November. lie further stated that 
tlie total extra cost which the hospital was 
obliged to bear in connection with the con- 
struction of new buildings, corridors, etc., 
lias been $9000, all of which lias been paid, 
but to do this, tlie Emergency Fund of 
$5500 has been exhausted and the balance 
taken from tlie current funds, hence the 
deficit. 

Mr. Pratt, chairman of tlie finance com- 
mittee, corroborated tlie statement of the 
treasurer as to the shortage of funds, and 
foresaw a deficit of at least $3ooo for the 
current year. In order to meet this, u cor- 
responding increase in the Hospital Sunday 
collections was imperatively needed, and 
lie urged in the strongest terms that all the 
members present aid in accomplishing this 
result. 

The report of tlie executive committee 
as well as that of tlie managers of the 
training school, evidenced the care with 
which tlie work of tlie hospital lias been 
done, and tlie satisfactory results accom- 
plished. 

The daily average number of patients in 
June was -18, in July 31, iu August 31. 
After a g. neral discussion as to the best 
measure to produce tlie needed revenue, 
tlie meeting adjourned.

College In Oxford, England, there in a slab of 
alabaster on which is carved tills Inscrip- 
tion :

The man whose character and work are 
thus eloquently summed up served for 
twenty years as a college tutor, doing his 
duties patiently and faithfully, and now 
“being dead lie yet speaketh.” “All action 
is glorified by the temper of the soul," as 
George Herbert puts it in "The Elixir:” 

"All may of thee pnrtnke, 

Nothing can lie *0 mean, 

Which with this tincture— 'for thy sake,’ 

Will not grow bright and clean. 

A servant with thisclnuso 
Makes drudgery divine ; 

Who sweeps a room as for thy laws, 

Makes that and th’ action lino.” 

Many labor for fame and many for 
wealth, hut tlie most enduring riches and 
the most lasting renown are tlie impres- 
sions for good which are made upon human 
lives. To do one's work well, just where 
God puts us, to do it for tlie love of God 
and of man, tills is to win an everlasting 
memorial. 

The devotional life," says a writer, “is 
in all ages essentially tlie same. It takes 
new forms, finds fresh doctrinal expres- 
sions, but it is forever tlie same in essence. 
The soul hungers for that which is real, 
for tlie true bread of heaven. The spiritu- 
al experiences of men, wide apart Iu many 
things, bring them very near each other. 
They form a brotherhood of those who 
live iu the Spirit, and liud what is simple, 
genuine and inspiring iu religion. When 1 
we read tlieir experiences we feel tlie 
charm mid tlie power of tlieir faith in God, | 
and we long for the peace which they have . 
found in trusting Him.” 

Dr. Fairbairn, who was listened to with ; 
so much interest in tlie recent Congrega- 
tional conference in Boston, gave utterance 
some years ago to tlie following words con- 
cerning prayer : “Wliat. am I? An em- 
bodied spirit. And what is my relationship | 
to the great embodied Spirit of tlie universe 
That of a child to its father. And shall 
this living spirit, with its instincts that 
science cannot satisfy, with its convictions 
of right und wrong that transcend tlie 
physical relations of time, with its sense 
of sin and sorrow, its shrinking from 
dentil and horror of the grave— be persuad- 
ed to train to stoical silence any one side of 
its every-sided relation to its living parent. 

I would not try to suppress tlie instinct of 1 
man to cry out amidst his pain to God. I 
would rather try to develop it, certain that 
tlie more man becomes conscious of a God 
everywhere around him and helpful at 
every point, tlie nearer will lie be to the 
great Eternal Reality. So long as the soul 
of man lives and believes that over it 
broods tlie living God, it will cry out to 
Him in all its trouble.” 

“The Mystics,” says the Rev. Francis 
Tiffany, "who throughout tlie ages have 
been the saviours of free, poetic, spiritual 
religion, emphasize all of them one ever 
blessed truth, namely, thut God is tiie all 
bountiful God and that religion never fulfils 
itself in mere dreary treadmill task work, 
but that there is in store for all who will 
go on faithfully and trustingly a jubilee 
year of spiritual liberty and joy. Too 
much of our New England religion is but 
moral rabies, conscience run mad. It is a 
perpetual harping on one frayed string of 
will and duty, that can finally give out but 
a note of plaintive wail. Shall we never 
come to believe that tlie ever blessed God 
will someday inundate the garden of our 
souls with a plentiful rain while we shall 
cry <*ut in transport:— ‘How, under tlie 
abounding grace of tlie Divine Gardener 
tlie flowers bloom and exhale tlieir per- 
fume.' ” 

An old minister told this to a friend the 
other day: “A man came to see me a 
while ago, and iu the course of conversa- 
tion said lie could uot believe tlie Bible be 
cause it hud iu it a very foolish story about 
tlie Lord’s making an army out of tiie 
bones of dead men. Where do you find 
tlie story, ! asked him. He could not 
tell, and then f said tliut lie ought to be 
very sure about it. If he was going to give 
up tlie Bible lie should be very sure about 
tlie story that had so shaken his faith. 
Well, lie hud heard some one »uj* it was 111 
the Bible, and lie did not believe that any 
army was ever made out of tlie bones of 
the dean New h.i.k here. 1 said, wliat J 
think you huve in our mind in this, and I 
handed him the Bible open at the37thchap 
ter of the Book of Ezekiel. You read that 
while I write this note, and then tell me 
wliat you think of it. He took tlie book 
and read it all over, and as lie finished he 
exclaimed: Why this is a vision. It is not 
intended as a history. It is used as an 
illustration. Nmv I see my blunder. And 
sol told him many are blundering, if 
they would give anything like intelligent 
study to the Scriptures their difficulties 
would speedily be removed.” 

Gentle manners are impossible where 
set fish ness reigns. Men who would resent 
any suspicion of being ungentleinanly 
away from home forget the very rudiments 
of civility as soon as t hey reach tlieir own 
doors. Wives' who would be mortified at 
any violation of social propriety iu a 
neighbor’s house, behave most unhand- 
somely in their own. Let selfishness grow 
iu a home and gentle mauuer> disappear. 
All that really belongs to good manners 
must have its roots in unselfishness. It 
must spring out of a spirit that really 
cures for others, and so it will be genial 
and tender. The people who try t< » be 
generous, self-sacrificing, self-denying at 
home may seem for a while to be tlie losers, 
but look ahead and see tlie diff erence that 
grows between their home and that of sel- 
fish people. There is a happy future for 
them. There is a harvest of thorns for 
those who have aimed merely at selfish en- 
joyment.

The agitation over trusts is bringing out 
the fact that there ure trusts and trusts, 
some that nre harmful and prosper by 
illegal methods, such as the Standard oil 
trust variety, and others that are not in 
violation of any law, such as the tremen- 
dously over capitalized concerns that have 
sprung up in the past year or so. The 
usual course of business will take care of 
these, as the effort to pay interest on 
double or quadruple the amouut of capital 
invested will make them an easy prey to 
any company that starts up in opposition, 
and which will have to earn interest only 
on its actual capital. But trusts have been 
built up by illegal methods, such as dis- 
crimination in freight rates, or by hiring 
criminals to burn the plants of their oppo- 
nents, and other illegal methods of stamp- 
ing out competition ; these trusts me on a 
different footing, and some means should 
be found of bringing them to justice and 
making them disgorge their ill gotten mil- 
lions, and this is a proper campaign issue. 
Then there are the trusts that have been 
formed as a result of concessions by the 
government, in the shape of the Dingley 
tariff bill, whose object is to keep up prices 
to the full limit possible under the tariff, 
and which send their surplus products to 
foreign countries and sell them there in 
competition with foreign goods and at a 
price in some cases of 50 per cent, under 
the price fixed for the home market. This 
is another feature of trust formation that 
should receive attention, and probably will 
iu the coming campaign for the presidency. 
When a trust confines itself to ordinary 
legal business methods, the regulnr busi- 
ness competition will take care of it and 
good judges look for a good deal of squeez- 
ing of water logged combinations before 
many months. Their stocks, however, are 
mostly regarded simply as a good gamble, 
so that careful investors ought not to he 
caught. But the question of illegal rail- 
road rebates is one that will furnish much 
trouble, us it is difficult to get at the facts, 
and railroads and trusts evade the law and 
flout the officials who try to bring 
them to justice. An iustauce is found 
in a recent case in Ohio, where an attorney 
general of the state was set at naught by 
trust oflleiuls, who set themselves up as 
superior to all law, and it is sucli combina- 
-t ons us these that ure dangerous to our 
national honor. What would prevent such 
a combination, for instance, of handing 
over a campaign contribution of two or 
three millions, to some political manager, 
on the pledge that it should not be inter- 
fered with. It would be a profitable in- 
vestment, and such a huge campaign fund 
-would find enough corrupt voters in some 
states to carry the election. Such vast 
aggregations of wealth in the hands of a 
few men are an element of danger to any 
nation. Men who have heaped up wealth 
l>y illegal methods would not be ut all 
scrupulous as to the means taken to make 
;t heir millions secure.

A protest appear? lit another column 
against the way the motor wagons are 
driven through thn streets. The corre- 
spondent. who claims to represent the 
sentiments of many citizens, claims that 
they are driven recklessly, and that the 
drivers pay no attention when horses are 
frightened, and that all the accidents could 
easily have been avoided, if the drivers of 
the wagons bad wished. Until horses be- j 
come accustomed to this strange vehicle, a 
due amount of cure should boused, and this 
is done by the few wagons owned by private j 
parties. The motormen on the electric cars 
always slow ut) or even stop their cars, 
when a horse is frightened, and f * »r this ' 
reason very few accidents nre caused by ' 
the electric*. But electrics can be avoided, 
while these wagons cannot, so that there Is j 
greater need of caution. Probably now 
that the officers of the Locomobile Com- [ 
puny have had the matter called to their 
attention they will instruct their young i 
men to be more careful, nnd It might be 1 
well also to suggest to them that It is not j 
necessary to exercise the wagons on the j 
busiest streets of the city. A little regard 
for the rights of others would prevent the 
wagons from becoming a public nuisance. 


Senator IIanna is very indignant over 
this talk of Admiral Dewey for President, 
nnd says it Is "indecent" and "contempti- 
ble," and says it places Dewey in the ranks 
of "those shifting aspirants for presidential 
honors who have not the stamina to resist 
flattery or blandishments of political 
schemers." But the Dewey talk comes 
from the people and not from political 
schemers, such as Senator IIanna of Ohio > 
who schemed so successfully in the last 
presidential campaign. The nomination of 
Dewey would leave Ilannn in a bad plight, 
and no wonder he hurries to Washington 
to try nnd head off the Dewey movement. 
The election of Dewey would be welcomed 
by all patriotic people, for one thing, as it 
would mean the retirement front national 
prominence of this vulgar and sordid 
political boss of Ohio, who thinks he has a 
mortgage upon both the White House and 
the government. 


The frost of Monday morning was the 
most severe for this season in twenty-seven 
years. In Newton the mercury went 
several degrees below freezing point and all 
tender plants and shrubs were blighted. 
The same day we had several flurries of 
snow, and it would seem that winter fins 
begun in earnest, though some weeks of 
mild weather are still possible. There was 
a great scurry on Monday after furnnee 
men, and orders for coal poured into the 
local offices in a way to drive the managers 
distracted. Usually it is well on into 
October before the furnace fires have to be 
started, and this sudden cold snap found 
most people all unprepared. However this , 
is chiimed by the politicians to be the most 
prosperous year for a decade or more, so 
that people ought to be able to stand the 
extra expense of having winter a mouth be- 
fore the usual time. 


The searching inquiry into Boston «fc 
Albany management, thut has been pub- 
lished this week, shows that this road is 
charging higher rates in proportion to its 
expenses than any other road in the state. 
For this reason it is argued that to demand 
a higher rate of interest than has been 
offered by the New York Central would 
prevent any reductions in passenger and 
freight rates, which ought to have come 
years ago. The Boston & Albany has lost 
the greuter part of its profitable suburban 
traffic by making no atteiiTpt to meet the 
competition of the electrics. With more 
frequent trains and lower fares they would 
probably have retained most of this patron- 
age, without cutting down their dividend 
rate. 


One would have thought, judging from 
the talk at the school board meeting, last 
week, thut the relations between the school 
board and Mayor Wilson were rather 
strained, but Chairman Benner is said to 
have assured the Mayor that it was nil the 
invention of the wicked reporters, which 
statement rather paralyzed the reporters, 
when it was repeated to them, as they had 
thought that they gave only a very mild 
version of tiie talk against the Mayor. 
Even that probably looked worse in type 
than it sounded iu the speeches at tiie 
meeting, and hence Mr. Benner thought 
tiie reporters must have imagined it. 
Tilings look so differently in print! 


Think of tiie cheek of thut Filipino 
general who says of us: "You know noth- 
ing about tiie way to govern colonies. We 
do not want to be experimented on fora 
century while you learn how\" It may be 
all true hut that makes it so much tiie 
worse, and no wonder Otis refused to treat 
with him, or to recognize tiie Filipino 
government in any way. Otis is only 
following the example set by the British iu 
tiie Revolutionary war, when British 
generals refused to treat with the "rebels” 
in any w ay, or to recognize their govern- 
ment or their generals.

The question of connecting the Clafiin 1 
and Hyde school buildings witli the sewer, 
which lias been much discussed through- ' 
out tiie city and has for some time been u J 
subject for no little debate iu the board of ' 
aldermen and school committee, lias ut 
last been settled to tiie complete satisfac- ' 
tion, it is believed, of ull parties interest- 
ed. Tuesday morning members of the 
Wards ‘J and 5 committees of the school ! 
board, Dr. Utley, Agent II. A. Stone and J 
Inspector A. M. Russell of the board of 1 
health, appeared before Mayor Wilson and 
every feature of the cuse was presented. 

The C lull in and Hyde buildings ure 
equipped witli the Fuller-Warren system 
of cremating sewage and last .June the 
residents of Newtouville and Newton 
Highlands, iu which these schools are re- 
spectively located, brought the question 
of connecting tiie buildings witli the city 
sewer before the school board and Inter the 
; c ty government. Hearings followed and 
! at its only meeting, last July, the board of 
' aldermen voted to appropriate sufficient 
: money for completing the work. 

Mayor Wilson vetoed the order at that 
time, expressing his opinion that the con- ! 
dilioti of the buildings did not demand tiie 1 
immediate completion of Hie work. Tim 
school bourd was, however, dissatisfied 
with the muyor’s communication, uud ut 
its regular meeting last Wednesday even- 
ing voted that members of the Wards ” 
and 5 committees should confer with Muyor [ 
Wilson.

cessity of making sewer connections, al- 
though a portion of tiie Clafliii building is : 
partly equipped with the much-desired ser- 1 
vice, outdid not consider the existing condt- . 
lions a menace to public healtli. Mayor 
Wilson said if the bourd of health hud de- ' 
dared there was any danger iu the present ! 
sunitury urrangenients lie would order tiie ' 
connections to be made within is hours.

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 


LOUIS A. WRIGHT OF WEST NEWTON 

SLASHES HIMSELF WITH A RAZOR— 
MENTALLY UNBALANCED. 

Because of his infatuation for a young 
woman, who recently declined to receive 
the attentions he was wont to pay her, 
Louis A. Wright of West Newton, attempt- 
ed last Friday to take his own life.

I w rite to ask whether tho streets of 
Newton are owned by tlie people of tlie 
city, and are for tlieir use, or whether 
they are owned by this Locomobile com- 
pany and nre simply for the testing of 
their steam wagons, and the people have 
no rights that the steam wagons are bound 
to respect. We have accidents almost dally, 
in Almost every instance due to the reckless 
manner in which these wagons are driven 
through the streets, and they appear from 
all directions, shoot round corners leaving 
a long trail of steam behind, and if a horse 
is frightened and smashes a carriage, or 
throws out the occupants, the steam car- 
riage men seem to regard it as a good Joke 
anil drive right on, leaving the overturned 
people to pick themselves up tlie best way 
they can. 

Tlie accident of last week was needless 
and would not have happened if the motor 
wagon driver had exercised any care, but 
ho seemed to think the accident by which 
a haul work ing farmer lost his load of pro- 
duce and smashed his wugon was a good 
joke. 

A while ago a lady was thrown from 
her carriage and lay upon tlie sidewalk 
half stunned, but the motor wagon man 
rode right on and left her to pick herself 
up as she could. 

If this corporation must test their 
wagons, why should not they have a pri- 
vate track as the breeders of trotting 
horses do where they could speed up as 
fast as they desired without interfering 
with the rights of the public. The streets 
should be kept safe for the use of tlie pub- 
lie, and our city authorities have been very 
remiss in their duty to allow- the state of 
things that lias prevailed here for the past 
six months. If there were many of tlie 
carriages owned and used by Newton 
people it would be a different matter, as 
regard for tlie opinions of their neighbors 
would lead them to be careful, but there 
are less than a half dozen owned here and 
owners ol Hie hundreds of horses in the 
city put tlieir lives in dancer every time 
they drive down town, because of these 
motor wagons that arc being tested before 
being sent to other places. 

It is a good deal of an imposition on tlie 
public and the officers of the company 
shou d give instructions to tlieir employes, 
and compel them to have some regard for 
tlie rightful users of the streets or tlie 
people may demand that these steam wag- 
ons be prohibited from the streets entirely 
unless driven by the actual owner. It is 
really tlie case of a corporation against the 
whole public. Present conditions areal- 
most unbearable and it is hoped that some- 
thing will be done at once. Tlie streets of 
Newton are more unsafe today than were 
the American vessels iu Dewey’s tight at 
Manilla.

has since been occupied almost without in 
terrnptlon by different patients. Our re- 
lations with the o (11 ears and managers of 
the Newton hospital have always been and 
still remain very friendly. 

“Many donations of food and clothing 
have been made and many families have 
been assisted in times of distress, who 
otherwise would have become either state 
or city paupers. 

“One of the most important parts of the 
nurse’s work is t lie instruction she gives, 
teaching the common rules of licultlt and 
cleanliness, how to make and put on a 
bandage, to prepare baby’s milk and to 
cook broths and simple. foods for the sick. 
Many people have yet to learn that fresh 
air and clean water are not deadly even in 
the sick room. Our nurses make 3 to 13 
culls each day in many different sections 
or the city. They are obliged to attend 
first to the immediate wants ol the patients, 
and though they are expected to give In- 
struction, they naturally cannot devote as 
much time to this important branch of their 
work as they could had they less calls to 
make. If we were provided with the

Newton District Nursing Association. 

The annual meeting of the Newton 
District Nursing Association was held 
Monday, Oct. 2nd, in the parlors of the 
Ohanuiug church, Newton. Both the 
nurses were present and gave particulars 
of the work which the association is doing. 

The treasurer’s report showed a balance 
on hand of about $(K)0, witii all bills paid. 
Remarks were made by Dr. Lowe, euch of 
the nurses and severul officers of the asso- 
ciation. Letters were read from several 
physicians showing the good work that 
the association is doing, among others the 
* following from the city physician: 

“In the local papers l noticed that there 
was to be a meeting of your association, in 
which I am deeply interested. It gives me 
great pleasure to most heartily endorse the 
work of your nurses, particularly Miss 
Kennedy, with whom i have been associ- 
ated and greatly helped in my work us city 
physician. She is very conscientious and 
painstaking. The patients very highly re- 
spect her and have become endeared to her 
through her efforts in their behalf, not only 
in curing for the sick, but also in looking 
out for their general welfare, such us se- 
curing employment for the wage earners of 
the family. Your association is to be con- 
gratulated upon its successful work, fur- 
nishing aid and succor to those who could 
not gain admission to the hospital, being 
regarded as chronic cases, which the hos- 
pital rules do not permit them to receive, 
wishing your association every success for 
the ensuing year, and promising you my 
most hearty support and assistance when 
called upon, 1 am,

Mr. Edwin M Fowle, secretary of the 
Oversuers of the Poor, wrote as follows: 

“It gives me great pleasure to recognize

Patients have suffered from many cuuses, 
among which huve been 7 eases of cancer, 
It) of lousiiitis, or bronchitis, 7 of typhoid, 
24 of fractures, 31 of grip and malaria, 23 of 
pueuiiioiiia, 21 of dysentery uud 7 of 
rheumatism. 

“A very lurgo purl of our work has been 
the cure ol obstetrical eases, the nurses 
huvitig been culled to uttend 170 suuh cases 
during the year. 

“The number of cases treated in the dif- 
ferent wards is as follows: Wurdl. 13; Ward 
2, 13; Ward 3. 4tt; Ward t. 13; Wurd 3, 121 ; 
\\ urd 0, (H>; Wurd 7, 87. 

"Two cuses, one of cancer und one of hip 
Uiscuse have beeu visited by one or the 
other of our nurses every day, except on u 
few bunduys, during the past year.

One reason why there is Hi is deficit is 
that extra expenses were made necessary 
by the construction of the new buildings, 
and the repairs upon old ones. Among tiie 
heaviest items was tiie cost of putting in 
new boilers for heutiug the wards. 

It is needless to say that the affairs of 
the hospital are managed with scrupulous 
care and exactness. Not a dollar is wast- 
ed. It is also needless to enlarge upon the 
good the institution is doing and the tine 
reputation it lias made for itself. Suffice it 
to say tiiat tiie most cautious person who 
1 has money to give away now, and still 
more to bequeatli by will after awhile, can 
be perfectly satisfied tliat li is benefactions 
I will be used wisely and helpfully. 

I It would not require u uch exertion for 
some of our Newton people to send Hie 
treasurer, Mr. Georges Bulletis, Wuverley 
avenue, Newton, enough to enable the 
trustees to complete the year free from 
debt. 

Then, if on Hospital Sunday, which 
comes Nov. 2d, this year, the congregations 
contribute something more thun last year, 
tiie outlook will be bright enough. 

Those who do not rculize the extensive 
work tiie hospital is doing will get some 
ideu of it when they learn tliat the ex- 
penditures this year will be about S-'W.ouo, 
and Hie number of patients treated will 
probably exceed boo.

"They seek shelter from 
the sun, thirst much for water nnd f nil 
down at last, sunstruck. The tigers of 
India and tin* lions of Africa seek jun- 
gles that are nearly impenetrable to man, 
where in pools they wallow for hours, 
chin deep, in the water rather tlinn en- 
dure the intense heat of the sun driving 
through the mass of foliage overhead. 
Further tlinn t his. they may sometimes 
be surprised like deer in tlie water. 

“Tn lint weather fishermen often see 
along the shores of the Adirondack and 
Maine lakes numbers of deer. These nn- 
itnnls make frequent visits during tlie 
day to the water, where they nibble nt a 
lily pod now and again and swim across 
to tlie islands or to the opposite shore to 
cool off thell* overheated bodies. 

“Cattle seek the woods and shade spots 
when tlie sun begins to show its fury, but 
they are often driven out of such iool 
places by a mure deadly enemy— the ar- 
mies of bloodthirsty nnd keenly weapon- 
ed insects— and resort to the hills. Curi- 
ously enough, many insects prefer keep- 
ing in the shade to quenching their thirst 
for blood. When cattle seek the pools 
nnd st’-enms, fishes gather around to snap 
up the fiios killed by the tails of the 
beasts. 

“’Tlie woodchuck retires to the moist 
depths of its burrow, the squirrel to its 
home tree. 'The hare lies in the long 
grass beside the brook in an aider bed.”— 
Washington Star. 


Not a Sinecure. 

On the conclusion of prayers the speak- 
er of the house of commons ascends bis 
own high chair.

To tlie Editor of the Graphic: 

I read with much surprise the article in 
last week’s issue of the Graphic entitled, 
“The Safety of our Streets.” I was sur- 
prised at the gross exaggeration and mis- 
representation of the facts. “Accidents 
are of daily occurrence,” the writer says. 
As a matter of fact, there have been but 
four accidents 0:1 account of horses being 
frightened bv the Locomobiles on the 
streets of Newton in the last eighteen 
months. Three of those accidents occurred 
before the Locomobile Co. bad purchased 
the business, or when it was owned by 
Stanley Bros., of Newton. 

Regarding the case referred to where the 
farmer’s horses were frightened and ran 
away, from all we can learn the men who 
were running the automobile were to 
blame, and to some extent, at least, respon- 
sible for the accident. The Locomobile 
Co. have done their best to ascertain who 
the guiltv parties are, but up to tlie present 
time have failed. If they could ascertain, 
tlie men would be discharged. All the 
men who have anything to do with running 
the carriages on tlie streets know very 
well that if a complaint is made and it is 
found that they have been careless or 
reckless in tunuiiig the machine in viola- 
tion of the rules of the street, and causing 
accidents by frightening horses, they will 
be discharged. 

In regard to the accident referred to 
where the lady was thrown from the car- 
riage and left upon the side-walk as de- 
scribed, 1 will say that this is not only a 
misrepresentation of the facts but from my 
standpoint a personal insult as I w as run- 
ning the carriage at the time. When I saw 
that the horse which the lady was driving 
was frightened, I turned my machine into 
the side of tlie street, ana stopped it as 
quickly us possible, and got out of the 
carriage, and the only reason why l did 
not assist the lady was because several 
others reached her before 1 did. No one 
regretted the accident more than 1. This 
is the only accident where a lady 1ms been 
thrown from a carriage on account of the 
horse being frightened by one of the 
motor cart luges, and this also occurred be- 
fore the Locomobile Co. had purchased the 
business. 

The Locomobile Co. would thank any- 
one for reporting any case of carelessness 
in the handling of their carriages on the 
streets, and are doing all they can to pre- 
vent the same.

the conscience of Massachusetts Republi- 
cans and shows that they do not believe in 
criminal ag gression. 

Mr. Stanley replies to the critic, who 
charged reckless driving of the motor 
wagons on onr busiest streets, ami says 
that their young men have been cautioned 
to be careful, and that any recklessness 
will lend to their discharge. The company 
has been unable to find the men who were 
driving the motor wagon when the farm- 
er’s team was frightened, In spite of their 
best efforts. There is no question but that 
the motor wagons add an element of danger 
to our streets, but with careful manage- 
ment, the danger will be reduced to a mini- 
mum. The motors move so easily, that 
their drivers are hardly conscious of their 
exceeding the legal limit of speed, so that 
unusual care is necessary. Bicycles had to 
be carefully looked after by the police, 
until their riders got used to their new 
method of travelling, and found out that it 
was rot necessary to “scorch" on crowded 
streets, and when the novelty wears off, 
drivers of motor wagons will also develop 
moderation. Meanwhile the Locomobile 
Company has the gratitude of citizens for 
having given such strict instructions to 
their young men, as to the necessity of ex- 
ercising a due amount of caution. 


NEWTON. 


The State Inspector of public buildings, 
John T. White, whose specialty is school- 
houses, gives some interesting facts about 
low-priced buildings, which are of general 
interest in these days, when new school- 
houses cost such huge sums, lie cites the 
cost of the Lincoln school, recently built 
in Everett, a building of pleasing architec- 
tural appearance, slated roof, copper gut- 
ters and conductors, spacious entrances 
with ornamental iron work, and ideal in- 
terior arrangements. There are eight class 
rooms, a principal’s office, teachers rooms, 
library and reception rooms. The cost of 
construction was $25,583, and the heating 
and ventilation, plumbing and architect’s 
fees brought the total up to $31,099. 
Another case is that of the Locke school, 
erected last year in Arlington, built of 
brick with freestone trimmings, slate roof, 
copper gutters, linials aud conductors. It 
has eight class rooms, aud the interior 
finish is hard wood, where the finish of the 
Everett school is North Carolina pine. 
Both buildings are heated by steam and the 
plumbing is of the best. The class rooms 
are ’28 by 32 feet. The cost of construction 
is $21,481.53, and the extras bring the total 
up to $23,883.27. The Lincoln school has 
seats for 393 pupils and the Locke school 
lor 381. Mr. E. M. Wheelwright, under 
whose supervision Boston school houses 
are built, has said that it was impossible to 
build school houses at anything near the 
cist of these two buildings, which is $1 35 
aud $1.25 per foot of Hour space respective- 
ly, and he puts the lowest possible cost at 
$1.04. Compared with these figures the 
cost of our new schoolhouses in Newton 
looks pretty large, and our city fathers 
might figure whether our new buildings are 
any better in any way than the two just 
cited. Judging from the details given, the 
average reader would say they were not, 
but the difference in cost may possibly lie 
in the fact that Newton is a wealthy city, 
and Arlington and Everett have to look 
carefully after expenses. Some architects, 
also, are unable to plan a moderate priced 
building, and that tnay have something to 
<lo with the matter. The general impres- 
sion that we are paying altogether too much 
for our new sc ool buildings, seems to be 
■v milrined by the figures above quoted. 

The oomplaints of poor postal service in 
Newton ate becoming louder aud more 
frequent aud the people are greatly dis- 
satisfied. In Newton itself there lias not 
ln-oii an i net ease in the force of carriers in 
seven years, although a great number of 
new houses have been built, new streets 
opened, and many inhabitants added. The 
•carriers do the best they can, but they are i 
not allowed to work over eight hours per i 
■ lay, i nl they are unjustly blamed f«*r the 
poor serv''ce aud made uncomfortable by 
li irsh criticisms. The routes are too long, 
aud some points cm not be reached oftener 
than oiu:.i a day, and important letters are j 
delayed. The revenue of the Newton 
.dice has increased by great leaps in these 1 
seven years, but the people get no returns, 
ii 1st Friday the carriers found it impossi- 
ble to deliver a great part of the local 
papers, and there was a good deal of j 
•'kicking" in consequence. Societies and j 
* i. ibs and churches that depend upon the j 
in lil for the delivery of their notices, find ! 

nu a gieat number do not receive their

In spite of nil the fine spun theories as to 
the impossibility of regulating the trusts, 
and the need of a constitutional amendment 
before anything can be done, there is very 
little doubt that the trusts could be pre- 
vented front being harmful if the national 
authorities desired. But what can bo ex- 
pected from an Attorney General who halls 
front New Jersey? Enforce the laws 
against rebates by railroads, repeal the 
tariff provisions that enable the trusts to 
fieece the people, aud those trusts not 
included in these two classes would be 
regulated by the ordinary course of busi- 
! ness. But no constitutional amendment 
I would reach the real seat of the evil, which 
| is the favors granted to great corporations 
in return for their campaign contributions. 
But the politicians from Hanna down will 
uever approve of any legislation which 
will take the trusts out of politics, aud so 
make it useless for them to contribute to 
campaign funds. 


The “No JSchool’’ signals are to be man 
aged this year in accordance with a regular 
system. Superintendent Fifield has made ar- 
rangements with the Weather Signal otlie il- 
ia Boston, to send him the forecasts of the 
weather every morning, and if he says that 
the morning will be very stormy the no 
school signal will be sounded. On the other 
hand, if lie says the storm will be light 
aud fair weather is probable.the schools will 
be kept as usual. Mr. Fifield says that this 
system has been followed in New Haven for 
several years, and it has worked satisfac- 
torily, the weather man being correct most 
of the time. Of course, lie makes mistakes, 
and it will happen that it will storm se- 
verely when he predicts fair weather, or the 
reverse, but he is the most reliable weather 
prophet we have, and the adoption of the 
system will be generally commended. 


The Republican Club lias its animal 
dinner at Music Hall, Tuesday evening, 
Oct 31. The price of tickets for the din- 
ner is two dollars, and though this may be 
considered high, the diners have the privi- 
lege of inviting two friends to sit in the 
balconies and see them feed. Besides this 
great attraction, there will be after dinner 
speeches by Roosevelt, Lodge, Wolcott, 
Crane and Bates. It is a Boston custom 
to expect men to make eloquent speeches 
after a heavy dinner, without other inspira- 
tion than tuay be found in Roman punch 
or frozen pudding, which is rather hard 
on the orators, as well as ou the balcony 
people.

School History Recalled. 

To tlin Kdltor of the Olt A l- ft w:— 

Tho complete history of the movement 
for the displacement of our former school 
superintendent, Mr. Aldrich, from his po- 
st .ion, has never been written, but enough 
is known to show that tills was the con* 
summation of plans laid long before, 
whereby tiie management of our schools is 
to be part of the perquisites of the political 
party in power. 

Wlille serving ns a member of the com- 
mittee of 10,on school matters, chosen at 
tlie Woodland Park hotel, 1 discovered by 
u mere accident evidence which showed be- 
yond a reasonable doubt that the discharge 
of Mr. Aldrich was the result of an under- 
standing between some of the recently 
elected members of tlie school committee 
and the politicians who placed them in 
nomination. Persons available for service 
on the school board were not nominated 
unless known to bo opposed to Mr. At- ^ 
drich. In one instance, at least, an es- 
pecially aide and efficient member of the 
school committee was required to declare 
his opinion of the administration of the 
Superintendent, uud when it was found .to 
bo favorable, was distinctly told lie was 
not wanted on the hoard, and lie was not 
renominated. 

Previous to this time I hail supposed 
these were fair-minded and honorable men 
who would conscientiously use their best 
judgment on all public matters, and while 
their conclusions might sometimes be 
wrong their purposes would he right, but 
this evidence shows there must have been 
an understanding, if not a definite promise 
or pledge, which was carefully coucealed 
from tlie voters, and those persons recom- 
mended us faithful citizens who were wil- 
ling to give their time and experience for 
tlie public good, and therefore no reason 
was known why others should be pre- 
ferred to them. Had it been suspected that 
they would barter the City’s tumor and 
the interests of our sellouts to revenge 
themselves for a real or fancied personal 
grievance, it is probable that not one of 
these candidates would have been elected. 
It seems to make no difference to them 
that they lmve brought lusting disgrace 
upon our good name and business honor. 

They have done what they could to make 
the oillce of Superintendent of Schools de- 
pend, not upon the ti ness and faithfulness 
of the incumbent, hut upon his subser- 
vience to tlie members of tlie committee 
who elected him. They have done what 
they could to make the management of our 
school - political blunder. 

it makes no particular difference with 
whom tlie movement originated or what 
the incentive; whether the reward was 
personal, partisan or political; whether the 
price paid wus in the form of plunder, 
patronage or pelf; the malodorous fact re- 
mains that these persons bartered the honor 
and good name of our city fur their own 
private ends. They were put forward as 
willing to serve tlie public on thesuhoo! 
committee with singleness of heart, w hen 
all the while tlie purpose of their election 
was that they should give their votes and 
iuliuence against Mr. Aldrich. This show s 
why no impression could lie made on them 
by tlie force of public sentiment, and w hy 
the petition addressed to tlie school com- 
mittee, signed by an overwhelming majori- 
ty of our most intelligent citizens, asking 
the reasons for tlie dismissal of Mr. Al 
drich, was unlieede . We als » see a reason 
why no report of tlie subcommittee ap- 
pointed to hold hearings in the different 
wards on the subject of the school curricu- 
lum lias been made. The motive and pur- 
pose of those hearings is believed by many 
to have been to create a public sentiment 
against tlie retention of Mr. Aldrich, in 
order to secure popular approval of their 
contemplated action. 

It was hoped that so much fault would 
be found with the management of tlie 
schools, that there would be a strong de 
mum! for the removal of tlie superinten- 
dent, on whose shoulders was to be laid 
the b!ame for tlie failure to adjust tiie 
curriculum in tlie schools to tlie needs of 
our people, but tlie evidence was so abun- 
dant and so unequivocal that tlie conduct 
of the sohnols was exceptiona l)- satisfac- 
tory, that tlie reoort if honestly made 
would lmve strengthened tlie continence in 
Mr. Aldrich instead of tiie impression it 
wa< hoped to make; the only tiling Unit 
could be done therefore was to suppress 
the report entirely, and leave tlie public as 
far as possible In ignorance of tlie true 
state of affairs. 

It looks as though having made n bar- 
gain with tlietr backers and received the 
benefits, they are bound iu honor to deliver 
the goods. For the breach of good faith 
towards the voters who elected them, and 
w hose wishes they were supposed to rep- 
resent, they have no regard. That tlie 
efficiency of our schools would be serious- 
ly impaired; thut the zealous and enthusi- 
astic co-operation of the superintendent and 
teachers in the work of education would 
be interrupted; tout n large amount <>f 
money would be wasted, while the teach- 
ers were learning the Ideas and methods of 
a new man, however good it might he: 
that years must elapse before the schools 
would be in as favoiable a condition for 
the best work as they then weie. made no 
difference so long as these men were able 
to satisfy a personal grudge or to pav a 
political debt. Can we believe that they 
iiad unv higher motive or gave any more 
faithful consideration to tlie election of tiie 
new Superintendent than to tlie di>missal 
of the old'.' Have we reason to think thut 
his merit uud fitness were tlie governing 
factors iu their choice? Another unfortu- 
nate truth is timt we lmve no remedy. Tlie 
action of tlie school committee appears 
perfectly legal and cannot be undone ex 
cent by u now vote. No law can compel a 
school committee to act with justice and 
reason, nor to vole iu accordance with tlie 
facts or for the public good. One tiling 
however can and ought to be done and 
tills is tlie object of tlie present article, it 
should be mude as certain us death und 
tuxes thut none of these persons should 
ever again till any office of trust or profit in 
our city, and it should be made forever 
Impossible tliut such action can be repeated. 
Tho registration of voters closes on tlie 
1 st h of October. Rut little time remains; 
enough however if wisely used, to place on 
tlie list the names of ull qualified cit zens 
Let every man and woman who lias a right 
to vote, register, attend tlie caucuses, und 
vote at tlie polls. Let no man tie chosen 
for tlie school committee who cun not give 
unequivocal assurance that he is unpledged i 
to any person, clique or purty, and that lie 
w ill fuithfully serve tlie interests of the j 
city according to his ability and best judge- 
ment. If in spite of all this unsuitable 
candidates are forced upon us, let there 
be independent nomination papers for the 
elioice of better material, and a full vote 
\\'c shall then lmve done wlmt we cun to I 
redeem our pust delinquencies.

TWO FOUND DKAD

Fit Oil Poison. 

Officer McAI**ei made a ghastly discovery 
yesterday morning about it o’clock. On 
passing the stable attached to Mr. T. R, 
Casey's residence on Pant street, he 
noticed a card on tlie barn, signed by Mrs. 
Casey, telling tiie coachman to call for her 
in town, lie had noticed the same card 
tlie day before, ami thinking that tlie 
coachman, whose name was William 
McCuutly, had overslept, lie pushed open 
the door of the ham ami entered. He i 
called but received no reply, ami ascending | 
tlie stairs to the room occupied by tlie 
coachman, he opened tlie door amt whs | 
startled to find a man and woman Ring 
dead in the room 

Everything In the room was In perfect j 
order, and th**re were no marks of violence 
Upon tin* bodies. , 

The medical examiner was summoned i 
amt matte an inspection. He said that they 
hail probably been dead since Tnesdaj, but 
wa> unable to state what was the cause of 
death. The general belief Is that the two 
hud taken poison. 

McCaully was about 30 years old. and is 
said to have been born in .'Scotland. He 
lmd been employed by Mr. Casey for some 
time, ami bore a good character. The dead 
woman was recognized as Josephine Peter- 
son, who Imd been employed by Mr. Casey 
as a domestic. She was about 23 years old, 
and it is reported that she was engaged to 
be married to McCuully. 

Mr. Cusey and his family removed to 
Roston temporarily about two mouths ago, 
and the coachman was left in charge of the 
estate. 

The horses in tlie stable had evidently 
been without food and w ater since Tuesday 
night, uud passers by had noticed Wednes- 
day timt they seemed very uneasy. One of 
them lind broken loose, but they Imd 
suffered no serious harm. 

Tlie bodies were removed to the Newton 
hospital morgue. 

The investigation on the part of the 
police lias beet, suspended, awaiting the re- 
sult of tiieautopsy, which Medical Examin- 
er Meade is to perform today. 

As to the cause of death Medical Exam- 
iner Meade would express no opinion, sav- 
ing he preferred to w ait until he bad com- 
pleted the autopsy. He scouted tlie theory 
that tlie couple might have been murdered. 

Up to this morning tlie relatives of 
neither the man uor tlie woman hud been 
heard from. McCaulley is not known to 
have relations here, but the woman, il is 
thought, has some relatives in Marblehead 
or Quincy. The police say she has a brother 
in New York. 

It is the general belief that the woman 
was responsible for the man’s death as 
well as her own. 

The positions of tlie bodies on tlie bed in- 
dicate, in the minds of some, thut deutli 
was anticipated by tlie woman. Her arms 
were folded across her breast, but her face 
showed no marked signs of suffering. 
McCaulley* was lying ou his side. 

A pitcher ol water was found on a chair 
near the bedside. This, it is claimed by 
some, may liuve contained poison. Tlie 
pitcher and its contents have been taken in 
charge by the police and tlie water will 
probably be analyzed. 

I.ATER DEVELOPMENTS. 

Today tlie police seem satisfied that the 
case though somewhat of a mystery, was 
clearly that of murder uud suicide. 

Last evening the theory of asphyxiation 
was exploded by an experiment made by 
Serct. Purcell and Patrolman McAleer at 
the request of Medical Examiner Meade. 

A fire was bui t iu tiie stove of tlie couch- 
man's room. but it was found that it created 
no gas, although tlie officers waited for 
some time. 

Among tlie Peterson woman's effects was 
found a card bearing tlie name of Miss 
Peterson, a masseur iu Boston. T he Boston 
police were asked to look her up, but us 
yet have not mude any reply. 

THE AUTOPSY. 

The autopsy was held this 
the New’ ton Hospital morgue 
Examiner Meade of W'ateriow 
Harrington of Cambridge. At 
stomachs of both man and w< 
taken in charge by Dr. liar 
analysis. Nothing further can 
until Dr. Harrington makes hi 
port. 

Landscape Gardening-. 

The Newton cemetery furnishes some 
very interesting studies of good etlects in 
landscape gardening, and tlie use of shrubs 
to mask unattractive \ lew s. Rough banks 
are made beautiful by skilful arrangement 
of shrubs, and rough buildiugs outside tlie 
cemetery are hidden from sight by shrubs, 
graded in height. A go..d deal of this 
work has been d ine this year, and the re- 
sources of tlie cemetery nurseries are being 
draw’ll upon. 

If any one w ishes to study tlie autumn 
foliage effects of tlie vurious kinds of 
shrubs, a visit to tin* cemetery will prove 
of great interest, at this tinir, us tli.*\ are 
now iu full glory. 

The ravages of tlie grubs on tlie grass of 
the lawns lmve be«*n repaired in great 
measure, the grass plots having been re- 
seeded. It was found necessary to sow- 
over again some four acres, but the new 
grass is now in fine condition, and the 
great number of trees uud shiuhs in tin* 
cemetery grounds, in their tnilliuut fall 
foliage, make it an unusually attractive 
place at tins season.

To dispose of two within 
t lint period was not difficult, but when 
at D o’clock the task of covering a : or- 
nmn delivered some lft minutes before 
presented itself the problem became 
more involved. The minister could not 
be reached. m»r could any of the congre- 
gation be located : consequently he chose 
the one alternative open, which was to 
take the subject announced in tin* morn- 
ing paper ami build up a notice from 
that. Whether or not this was wise is 
immaterial; the fact remains that he ex- 
amined tin* tiles on his return to the 
office, found that tin* Rev. Mr. Smith 
would speak -m "Gambling,” and set 
about to "fake ’ his story.

Spirit PliotournpIiM. 

"It isn’t such n difficult thing to make 
photographs of the spirits if you know one 
or two little secrets,” said a photogra- 
pher. “Prepared plates are kept in stock 
by many dealers in photographic supplies 
and are sold to all who semi a special or- 
der for them. A certain symbol iu an or- 
der for plates means that 'doctored' 
plates are wanted. 

"A triek of some mediums is to toll 
persons who consult them that they can 
prove the authenticity of spirit photog- 
raphy for themselves. The medium men- 
tions one or two dealers in photographic 
supplies and says that plates of a high 
sensitive power can lie obtained from 
them. These credulous persons then tale 
photographs of themselves by means of a 
mechanical device, ami upon developing 
the plates are impressed deeply at find- 
ing other faces beside t heir own on the 
plates. 

"Sometimes prepared plates find their 
way into boxes ordered by persons who 
nre not spiritualists, iu which ease die 
dealer who sold them is accused of selling 
bad plates, and (lie spirits are nut held re- 
sponsible.” — New York Press.

A very Interesting story is told by a 
clergyman of how a poor English woman’s 
gift of a half sovereign cheered him when 
he was discouraged, ami how it wus the be- 
ginning of his success in collecting quite a 
sum of money for the new church lie was 
building out in the far West. 

lie had come East Imping to raise n largo 
amount, but lie loniid people so busy with 
so many kinds of work here that he began 
to think lie would have to go back home 
without any of the aid his struggling 
parish so much needed. 

One rainy night he was invited to speak 
in a large church. There were but few 
people present, bat among them was a poor 
English woman, who had been but a short 
time in this country, and was employed as 
a servant. She was a stranger to nearly 
every one present, but, as she said, felt at 
home iu the church for it reminded her of 
the tlear old parish church at home, and the 
comfort she had fouud there. Well, when 
tiie service was over, she came up to the 
missionary and said: "Will you please 
take this to help on your work out in the 
West? It is not much, Lmt you’re welcome 
to it, sir.” 

She handed him a gold piece. Perhaps 
she had been catrying it for years and she 
looked so poor he hesitated about taking it. 
hut she insisted upon giving it to him, ami 
says he, "My heart was cheered from that 
moment. I showed it to tiie wealthy men 
in tiie city anti told them of this poor wo- 
man’s eagerness to help, ami they said, 
Well, if she can help so can we,’ and they 
did help me most generously.” 

It was tiie old story of the raindrop over 
again.

“We had nn old bo’sun’s mote on the

The job of constructing a rail- 
road TIME TABLE. 

(’nililpmn Whlfh the Tmlnmniilpp 
linn to Solve nml Which t oll For n 
Clcnr llcml. Itord Work mul n Uen- 
ernun Fmul of I’ntloncc. 

Very few people have ever *eon a rnll- 
lond time table in course of construction. 
As n matter of fact, comparatively few 
have seen a time tnlde after it has been 
completed. About the only piece of liter- 
ature of this kind that the average citi- 
zen has need of is the little book handed 
out to him by the ticket agent. But that 
is very far from being a complete time 
table. Only a small percentage of tho 
trains that run on the road every day 
are to be found there. The table pre- 
! pared l\v every railroad division for the 
use of Its enginemen and trainmen and 
! other employees in need of knowledge of 
tlie movements of trains is printed on a 
sheet of jlaper about four feet long and 
two feet wide. This contains information 
about every train, passenger or other, 
that hns a regular daily, weekly or bi- 
weekly run or which is otherwise entitled 
to a place on the sheet. 

The time table is In reality begun in 
the general passenger ngent’s office. This 
: official Is responsible for the through 
I trains nml for those passenger trains 
| which will travel over more road than is 
i under tho control of a single division. 

lie decides upon tho time that these 
| trains shall begin nml finish their runs, 
j Then he divides the proposed tanning 
time according to the divisions which the 
train will traverse and merely notifies 
each division superintendent that after a 
certain date these trains will arrive nt 
his division and tells him what will lie 
expected of him in the way of running 
time. Then the passenger agent waits 
to be advised of necessary corrections. 
Formerly all the details of time tablo 
making were done in the central office, 
the division superintendents being called 
in for a week’s conference. Of late years

This pnssenger trnin schedule from the 
general office is the basis of the division 
time table. It Is turned over to the train- 
master, who locks himself in his ollice 
for two or three days and swears when 
he is disturbed. For the purpose of 
plotting his time table, as tlie vernacular 
of the railroad has it, the trainmaster 
has a* wooden hoard covered with stiff 
paper. It is about l» or 7 feet long and 
4 feet wide. It is ruled vertically in *288 
spaces, each space being made to repre- 
sent five minutes of the 24 hours of the 
day. The hours are printed in large fig- 
ures nt the top and are separated by 
heavier rulings. On the sides are printed 
nil the stations nt which trains stop, and 
these arc arranged upon, a scale accord- 
ing to the distance* which separates 
them. 

The trainmaster proceeds to tack 
threads upon the hoard In such a way 
that t ho leaving time nt each station be- 
comes apparent. Train No. 1, for ex- 
‘ nt 12 and 
*nd is tack- 
ed on the board under the figure XII. at 
the top and opposite the station A on 
the side: the either end is tacked opposite 
the station B and directly under the fig- 
ure IY. 'Tacks are alse* inserted opposite 
nil intermediate stations at which the 
train will stem, the vertical lines indicat- 
ing the time. The result is neit always 
a perfectly straight line, for the train- 
master knows that a train will make 
slower time on one stretch of track than 
on auotlier e»f equal length.

MOANING OF THIRSTY CAMELS. 


One of the Painful Sounds of Mglit 
In the De*ert. 

There are many fables told about tho 
camel. Riding him is supposed to make 
people seasick. He has the reputation 
of being very vicious. He is supposed to 
have several stomachs and to go for sev- 
eral weeks without water ns a matter 
of choice. I can only say that in nearly 
four years of experience I have never 
met with a case of seasickness or heard 
of it; neither have 1 known a really vi- 
cious camel, except when they are in a 
state called by the Arabs "saim,” which 
menus “fasting” and corresponds to the 
“rutting” period in stags. As regards 
the camel’s stomach, l believe it is iden- 
tically the same as that of any other 
ruminant, or that, nt any rate, tiier

formation of stomachs which would 
enable him to do without water. 

Llis abstinence is merely the result of 
training, and it is a fallacy to suppose 
that he is better without water or can 
work as well. In tlie camel corps we 
watered our camels every second day in 
the summer, every third day in winter, 
giving them their fill of water morning 
and evening on those days, but if in the 
summer we expected a long desert march 
without water we trained them before- 
hand by only watering every third day. 
But I never found that this improved 
their condition. The Arabs keep their 
camels longer without water, it is true, 
but then they travel slower, and their 
nnimals are grazed on soft food, contain- 
ing a certain amount of moistur?. This 
lowers their condition and makes thorn 
inferior to a corn fed camel when hard 
Work and long, fast journeys have to be 
done. 

\Vo always found that if we put a 
grass fed Arab camel alongside of ours 
it failed in work and endurance. If corn 
fed. it cried out for water as soon as and 
sooner than ours did. I say “cried out,” 
because a camel when it wants water 
moans continually, and there is no more 
painful sound at night in the desert than 
the ceaseless moaning of thirsty camels.

DARTMOUTH BEATEN. 

YET IT HOLDS DOWN YALE IN HOOD STYLE 
—3000 WITNESS THE GAME. 

Yale and Dartmouth had the best tussle 
that has been seen in this part of the coun- 
try this year, the Blue triumphing by a 
score of 12 to 0 . 

But it was no walkover for the New 
Haven men. From the start Dartmouth 
would carry the ball for yards, ploughing 
through Y ale’s tackles or circling her left 
end. Young Jennings, of the Dartmouth 
team, made yard after yard and run after 
run, and was easily the star of the two 
teams. 

There was a crowd of three thousand 
people present. Most of them were Har- 
vard sympathizers, and they felt happy 
over Yale’s showing. 

Certainly Yale was not together in her 
offensive work, and tier defence never was 
equal to the fierce rushes of the Dartmouth 
backs. 

On the other hand Yale played a game 
that was full of Yale grit and Yale luek 
Her men, though lacking in technical foot- 
ball knowledge to a great extent, showed 
that they were in the game for keeps, and 
with characteristic Yale spirit took advan- 
tage of every opening. 

Though it was not a game full of good 
football on the Yale side, it showed the 
spirit with which Yale always plays the 
fame. 

Dartmouth was in poor physical condi- 
tion, getting fagged out when they most 
needed strength, and failing by this to 
score. Then, too, her men held in the line, 
and in this way lost the ball on Y'ale’s ten 
yard line time und time again. 

McBride was the star of the Yale team. 
He punted in the best of form and in a way 
to make Harvard men tremble. His punts 
went rather low, but to one side so that he 
could count on his ends getting down in 
time. He, more than any other man, was 
able to plunge through Dartmouth’s centre 
and left tuekle, which were the weak 
places. 

Yale got the ball early in the game in the 
centre of the field, and by good rushes and 
by Dartmouth’s breaches of the rules 
carried it down the field and over for u 
touchdown. McBride went over the line 
and .Slurrpe kicked the goal. 

Then Dartmouth got the ball on her owu 
thirty-yard line and by beautiful end-runs 
by Jennings and by great line gains went 
to the ten-yard line, where they lost it for 
holding. 

In the second half Yale came nowhere 
near scoring, but on an exchange of punts 
Dartmouth was forced to kick from her 
goal line, where Yale’s left tackle, Still- 
man, broke through and blocked the kick, 
scoring the second touchdown. Brown 
made this goal. 

Then Dartmouth carried the ball from 
her own thirty live yard line forty yards 
into Vale’s territory, but lost it and time 
was called.

Owing to the unusually large number ar- 
rested in this city last Saturday and Sun- 
day, on the charge of drunkenness, there 
was a long session of the Newton police 
court last Monday morning. 

The case which attracted the greatest in- 
terest wus that of John A. Mills of New- 
ton Centre, who was complained of for 
using insulting language towurds Ann T.

The 
latter said he had understood Mills to call 
Miss Monahan a “come-all-ye” not a “lob 
ster.”

Mills, himself, testified as did a friend of 
his. Both admitted Mills Used the word 
“come-all-ye,” but did not mention “lob- 
ster.” More than this they were sure he 
did not use profanity. 

Lawyer Gallagher appeared for Millsand 
contended that it Miss Monahan was 
Irish, there could not be insult in such a 
remark. As regards the w ord “come all ye” 
every one knew, said Mr. Gallagher, that this 
was nothing at which offence could be 
taken.

Robbed The Grave. 

A startling incident, is narrated by John 
Oliver of Philadelphia, as follows: “I 
was in an awful condition.

NEXT YEAR'S EXPENSES. 

Mayor Wilson has submitted his recom- 
mendations in regard to expenditires for 
1900. and it is very gratifying to learn that 
instead of the usual large increase, there is 
instead a reduction of over two thousand 
dollars. This may not be a largfc sum in 
itself, but taken in connection with the 
usual increase it represents a very Jubstnn- 
tial saving, and shows that the mayor must 
have given a good deal of time and (bought 
to making up the estimates. Tfce total 
yearly expenses have within a fe* years 
grown to the huge sum of over i million 
dollars and it is high time some »ne exer- 
cised a pruning knife vigorous!/.* If the 
aldermen do not increase these <£tinmtes, 
with the usual increase in valuation that 
comes every year, next year’s tax-rate 
ought to show a very substantial •eduction. 

It is said, also, that the Mayer has held 
every department, this year, vigorously 
within the appropriations, so tlat instead 
of the usual deficits, witch have 
mounted up to large sums, tlisre will be 
greater or less balances at the end of the 
year in every department. Tils will also 
have its effect upon next yeaijs tax-rate, 
when the result of this year’ policy of 
economy will be fully apparent. 

It is estimated that the receipts of the 
city will exceed those of the prsseut year, 
by about $S000. 

The savings recommended (mount to 
Si 700 In the assessing department, mainly 
in otlice expenses and clerical Assistance; 
$90o in appropriation for state lid to indi- 
gent soldiers and sailors; $300 in office ex- 
penses of the charity department; $150 in 
gas and $125 in supplies for City nail ;

those who have been charging that a good ! 
•deal of city money was wasted there. 
?’ossibly if elected for another term. Mayor 
Wilson would be encouraged to use his 
limiting knife still more vigorously. 

The increases in the various appropria- ; 
turns, for there are always increases, come i 
mainly in the interest and sinking fund ac- 
count, which two items will mount up to 
over $4oo ( ooo, almost half of the total up- 
propriatious.

j lit. The people will be glad to know that 
all iho streets are in such good order, as 
the genernl impression was that outside of 
Ward Three the streets were in a worse 
condition than usual. Iu that ward a great 
amount of work has been done, 13 streets J 
having been repaired there to is in all the 
rest of the city. The latter include such 
short streets ns Arlington, Dullard, 
Church, Chase, Edinboro. Ivanhoe, 
Knowles, Pembroke, Richardson, Russell 
court, amt Warren, and three of the others 
were provided for in the special appropria- 
tion made last year. It is a fact that many 
of our streets are in bad condition, but 
people put up with it, as they understood 
tlmt this was an economical administra- 
tion, though some good judges say tlmt it 
will cost more to put them in repair, than 
if they had been kept in good repair this 
year by the usual amount of work. 

Tin Havmliill Gazette i- out with a huig 
screed against Representative Myers for 
Speaker, which is really calculated to mak e 
votes for thejCambridgenmn. Mr. Myers* 
onueotion with the Massachusetts Reform 
club seems to bo the head and front of his

A Gratifying Result.

given, on account of the short time for 
regular school work with the shortened 
school hours, the disturbance to the other 
pupils, aud the fact tlmt as there are no 
play grounds about the school the pupils 
would have to go out on the streets. They 
now have an intermission of half an hour, 
at 11 a. m., where they can move about 
aud eat their lunches. 

Hie circular contained several questions, 
1st if nu out door recess was desired. Of 
the 125 replies, .'is answered yes and so no. 

2 nd, it was asked if the parents were 
willing to abide by the decision of a ma- 
jority, 120 out of the 125 said that they 
were. 

The 38 in favor of a recess represented 
51 pupils, aud the 87 against 121 pupils. 

A great many of the circulars were re- 
turned with marginal notes, expressing 
confidence in the teachers, and the Super- 
intendent is very much pleased at the ap- 
proval of the present arrangements. 


The ministers' Union. 

The fifth animal meeting of the Ministers’ 
Union of the city of Newton was held on 
Tuesday the ITtii of October, in the parish 
house of Grace church.

The objects of this union are to promote 
Christian fellowship und good will among 
the ministers nud people of this city, aud 
study questions relating to the application 
of Christianity to life.

Itegulur 
meetings are held in October, December. 
February and April. 

The president, Dr. Shinn, delivered his 
annuul address, which is printed here at 
the request of the members. 

SOME SIGNS OF THE COMING UNITY AMONG 
CHRISTIAN PEOPLE. 

1 have taken it upon myself on previous 
occasions to say a few words to you on 
topics appropriate for consideration at the 
annual meetings of a society for the pro 
motion of Christian unity. 

One year the topic was the general sub- 
ject of "Unity among Christ’s Followers,” 
aud last year the topic was "Spiritual In- 
fluence in u Community.” 

Let me speak to you today, very briefly, 
upon “Some Signs of the Coming Unity 
Among Christian People.” 

But lirst of all it must he very clearly 
understood that you cannot mark such a 
growth definitely from year to year. It 
does not register itself in such a way that 
it can easily be seen. Then, too, the most 
ardent friend of unity may he greatly dis- 
appointed as ho fluffs here aud there what 
appear to be signs of a retrograde move- 
ment. It is, however, with us, as it is 
when we watch the rising of a tide. Some 
waves go back, and, for the moment, you 
ure almost per.siiuded that it is the season 
of ebbing of the waters and not the season 
for their rise. 

You know, however, that the tide is ris- 
ing when you see how the line lms crept up 
along the beach. 

it may be difficult then to say tlmt dur- 
ing 1899 Christian Unity has advanced deli 
nitely so many degrees. it may seem 
easier to say that during 1899 Christian 
Unity has retrograded because there have 
been outbreaks of narrowness, and an occa- 
sional increase of denominutionalisni. We 
must look beyond these things to find the 
deeper principles which indicate au ap- 
proach to a better condition of harmony 
umong those wiio profess to be the ser- 
vants of tiie one Master. Christ. 

What then do we linu to encourage us as 
we try to see whether or not there is any 
progress towards Christian Unity V 

I Imve no hesitation iu saying that the 
great national events of the past year or so, 
however they have been brought about, 
may be interpreted favorably. As Dr. 
Huntington lms recently said, there lmvo 
been the breaking down of the walls of 
separation between nations, and the bring- 
ing about something of amity and fellow- 
ship which did not exist before. Consider 
how closely the people are drawn together 
oy the marvellous inventions of the clay, 
how space is annihilated and how thought 
and feeling are shared by men who were 
once far apart, not only iu distance but iu 
everything beside. It cannot be very long 
before this wonderful unifying process, 
which invention und commerce, and even 
military and tmvul movements have 
lui'tened, will liure their influence iu a 
better knowledge of other men and in the 
corresponding respect for the religious con- 
victions ot other men. Isolation implies 
und begets antagonism. When isolation 
ceases, antagonism ceases. When the 
world of men becomes more and more uni- 
fied there is a barrier removed from the 
way of religious unity. Racial differences 
may continue, personal preferences may 
seek gratification, but there will he a dis- 
position to find ground for common belief, 
and tlmt means the ultimate simplification 
of religion aud agrowth towards unity upou 
essentials. 

The second of the hopeful signs Is the 
disposition, now so evident among all 
Christians, to regard the person of Christ 
as tiie very essence of Christianity. We 
are all learning better than ever before 
that Christ is Christianity, aud Christianity 
is Christ, not systems of doctrines concern- 
' ing Him, but Christ as the central fact, tli- 
vital fact iu it all To my mind the most 
important of ull the addresses deliver* d at 
the recent Congregational council was iliut 
one iu which the distinction was made be- 
tween the three Christs -the Christ of his- 
tory, the Christ of dogma and the Christ of 
experience. it Is the Christ of experluce, 

I around whom huiniiu hopes duster, uud in 
whom men find the satisfaction of their 
spiritual needs. Not a far off absent 
Christ, who once lived aud died aud con- 
j quered death uud ascended to some region 
remote from human life, but u Christ ever 
; living, a cotemporary Christ, whose hu- 
! inanity is ever our humanity, even though 
filled with His own divinity. Not u theo- 
logical Christ, whom men would define und 
describe and limit by definition und de- 
| script ion, but a living Christ whom no 
human thought oau lolly fathom, mi i 
whose fullness fills all things. Too much 
have men been thinking simply of tiie 
historic Christ, us if the few years of that 
wondrous huiiiau life were the beginning 
{ and tiie ending of His being. Too much 
have they been thinking of the tlieulogic.il 
j terms in which they sought to describe 

II mi, substituting the description for the 
being. 

•Now they are thinking of Christ us a 
vivifying iullueiice to pervade our human 
life, to live in our trims uud to mould lliem 
i into likeness to Jlnnself. That is, men 
have begun to regard more, the Chrrit of 
' experience, w ho iTghteneih every man tlmt 
i cometh into tiie world Need 1 stop to 
show how powerful uu iullueiice for unity 
this recognition of Him as uu ever living 
presence in our humanity, a*, the Christ of 
personal experience, must huve in bringing 
men together / 


I Just as In the primitive church when, In 
t*o first great throbbing* of love that grew 
out of confidence iu Him, there was no 
attempt at definition, mid so a broad and 
I inclusive diselpleship, so will it be again. 
| Men will care less to have their fellow 
; men accent their theological dogmas con- 
cerning 1 1 ini than they will cate lo have 
men make practical test of Ilia mercy nml 
love. 

Experimental acquaintance with the 
living Christ will draw men together, and 
ns they realize their union with trim they 
will realize their oneness with each other. 

It is well for us to watch for the signs of 
unity. As we watch for them we honor 
Him, who prayed that all who believed in 
Him might be one, and watching for the 
signs ot unity, we shall live and labor 
that His prayer may become a reality. 


Praise tor the Newton Club. 

Chatterer in the Boston Herald compli- 
ments the Newton Club in the following 
graceful fashion: 

"The New ton Club appears to he a very 
wide-awake, modern sort of institution. It 
is lmmlsomc.it is rich, and it Is in for every- 
thing social and improving. No what more 
could anybody desire for tlmt prize suburb- 
an city.’ This is certainly an era when 
club life Is in Itself an important laotor to 
success. Young business men now seek 
the relaxation it affords, without -a single 
protest from their women folks, because, ns 
it happens, women share in what was once 
a wholly masculine and selfish form of eti- 
tertainmeht. It has been observed before 
tills that the world moves, but in no way is 
its motion so impressive as in the increase 
of clubs throughout the town and country. 
As New ton is a crack city, so the Newton 
Club is a crack « rganizution; at least, it 
struck me as that the other evening when 1 
chanced to be present, at its first social 
evening, with the Boston Festival Orches- 
tra ami Mrs. Titus furnishing the enter- 
tainment. \Ve ought to be very proud of 
Mr. Emil Mollenhnuer’s band, for is it not 
"next to” our Symphony orchestra, always 
playing with musloianly spirit, which 
shows the fine conductor it has?

A LITTLE BEItMON ON A1IT. 

“Except ye be converted and become as 
little children, ye can in no wise enter in.” 
"'lie great painter, writer, musician or artist 
~»l any kind, must he able to stand like a 
'little child in the presence of nature. 
Many pictures of our time seem to be 
painted to illustrate some theory of art. 
The painter seems to he in u scientific 
mood of mind, analyzing and experiment- 
ing. He does not give up to the simple 
emotions of his nature. He does not be- 
come a little child ; so he never enters the 
kingdom of art. Homer and Phidias were 
simple. Virgil, Cer vuutes and Shakespeare 
were simple, lfut alas, we can reckon on 
our fingers the reully great artists. Those 
who are able to be simple, who can throw 
uside the shackles of conventionalism and 
love of show, and write and paint and 
speak with the spirit of a little child, are 
lew in number. 

With what special force this principle 
applies to all vocal expression How uni- 
versal the desire for something spectueulur, 
something unusual, something extravagant. 
How rarely are men willing to bo them- 
selves. They think they must walk on 
stilts to be great. The little fish must talk 
like a whale; the toad must exuund to the 
size of the ox, or they are nothing. Heal 
greatness in art requires the frog to boa 
genuine and true specimen of its kind. The 
expression of the face must not be exagger- 
ated by the reader into grimace. How 
rarely do we find faith in that which is 
simple and true. 

The first step out of constrictiou and sup- 
pression, must be back ward toward child- 
like instinct, and the uuperverted sponta- 
neity oi nature. We must find the primary 
intuition once more, and trust Hie normal, 
tespousive impulse of our whole nature. 

r l o become an artist, one needs modesty. 
Childlike wonder and awe In the preseuce 
of nature, sincerity and genuine eujuymeut, 
sympathetic feeling and the power of iden- 
tification with the great movements of the 
life around us must he restored to Hie 
heart.

At one of their 
greut gatherings Mrs. Eddy is reported us 
denouncing Mrs Woodbury publicly, oull- 
iug bet evil names, uud commanding the 
congregation to shun her iu every way. 
Out of this grows the libel suit, uud if it is 
pressed there will be some interesting 
revelations of the iuwurdness of Christian 
(Science. 

If the reporter bus represented her cor- 
rectly, Mrs. Woodbury declares there is 
absolutely no holiest foutulutiou for Chris- 
tian .Science, uud thut its pretensions uro 
utterly fraudulent. (She refers to it us u 
.money making scheme, uud iustuuces the 


demand for $.*i. for the hook, $1. or S_\ for 
Mrs. Eddy’s picture, and for the gold 
spoon. Then she refers to the marvellous 
credulity of those who are led away, some 
going so far as to say if they saw Mrs. 
Eddy do a wrong act they would deny their 
own Judgment Because she cannot do any 
wrong. But worse than this is the belief 
of some in her an the complement of Christ. 
She is tile female manifestation of God’s 
will. Christ was the male manifestation. 
She has taken up the work w hich He left 
unfinished. 

Mrs. Woodbury speaks of Mrs Eddy as 
having had four husbands. Others add 
that she is now over eighty .tears old. She 
Is seldom seen in public and secludes her- 
self iu her mansion at Concord, N II., to 
enjov the great wealth she lias rolled up. 
If this suit is pressed there must be a de- 
fence made f*>r Mrs. Eddy, and then will 
come the startling decimations which Mrs. 
Woodbury is supposed to be ready to make. 
It will certainly lie an interesting trial. 

One most valuable statement made by 
Mrs. Woodbury Is that she believed herself 
cured by Christian Sc.cnce. She thought 
she had really come under the influence of 
a curative agency, which dispelled her 
malady. She learned later, however, some- 
thing of the force of thought suggestion 
and of the arousing of the will, and saw 
thut to divert the patient’s mind Into new 
channels and to awaken new hopes meant 
to start curative agencies. And thus, may 
some other of the reported cures by Chri.*- 
tian Science, be accounted for. 

The second attack recently made upon 
Christian Science is by Dr Iluber from the 
.standpoint of a physician, lie has a paper 
iu the October number of Appleton’s Bop i 
ulur Science Monthly.

Particularly sad are the circumstances 
surrounding the death of I.eo, the Infant 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Hugh Mclsaacs, Who 
died late Sunday afternoon at his father’s 
home on .Jones’ court, Nonantum. 

The little fellow, who was one year and 
five months old, was playing in the kitchen 
of his father’s house last Saturday after- 
noon while his mother, who was engaged 
at the wash tub, kept her watchful eye on 
him. 

Something occurred to call the mother 
into an adjoining room, where she was de- 
layed longer than she expected. The little 
follow, who had been sitting on the lloor, 
took advantage of her absence and begnn 
to creep about the room In search of some- 
thing to interest him. 

In a short time he reached the wash-tub, 
and bracing his tiny arms against the side 
of ttie tub attempted to climb into it. Sud- 
denly he slipped and fell backward Into a 
pail of boiling hot water, which had been 
placed there for his mother's use. 

Mrs. M o Isaacs entered t he room just as 
the accident occurred, Before she could 
rescue her son, however, he was completely 
drenched in the boiling water. 

Dragging him from the tub the half-dis- 
tracted mother took her son and placed 
him in a bed. His little body was horribly 
scalded and he suffered intensely.

All the members of the school board 
were present ai last Wednesday evening’s

After the roll-call Superintendent Fifteld 
read bis monthly report. Among other 
important subjects he suggested that the 
board refrain from closing the schools on 
October 27 on account of the teachers’ con- 
vention to be held on that date. 

It was recommended that 500 copies of 
the rules and regulations, as amended, be 
printed. Recommendation accepted. 

The finance committee reported that the 
department expenditures of October 
amounted to $18,0 (52.52.

Miss Eleanor Stuart made warm friends 
by her novel of “Stone Pastures," a very 
striking story of life in a mining town and 
the hopeless conditions that prevail in such 
places.

The 
heroine Is supposed to be a very beautiful 
woman, at least we are assured of that fact 
often enough, with a taste for Hie magnifi- 
cence in dress and a gilded youth lor a hus- 
band, who is represented as being without 
any brains to speak of, but who really is 
one of the few likable characters in the 
book. His wife is utterly Hellish, has no 
conception of truth, and wishes to pose as 
the unseen wire puller who makes every 
one around her dance. Blessed with a 
good digestion, she has no conscience, 
wants ull the men around to make love to 
her. ami is never satisfied unless she is tho 
centre of the stage. She had written a very 
successful book about the wrongs of Eng- 
lish working women, of which she knew 
nothing, and is therefore much surprised 
ut the hook being regarded as un authority 
on the question. As she wrote under an 
assumed name she enjoys carrying oil u 
correspondence with her friends unknown 
to them, io which she gives them wise ad- 
vice. The reader gets rather tired of that 
,book before he finishes this story, and it is 
introduced on every occasion and is the 
keynote of the plot. The other characters 
are mainly doctors, who always talk shop, 
as if they had just graduated from a medi- 
cal school, and the reason fur so many is 
found in the operation for uppendicitis 
which kills the gilded husband. Given 
such doctors as are here described, such a 
result was Inevitable. The falseness of 
the heroine is then exposed which gives 
her a chance to pose as a desolate widow, 
and to allege that ull her misdoings were 
ordered by her late husband. She then 
takes her husband’s aged father und goes 
to England until the storm is blown over, 
and meanwhile she has time to decide 
which of the men she has been trying to 
(iirt with she will marry when her mourn- 
ing is over. The reader feels certain that 
she will take the worst of tho lot, a certain 
mysterious Jewish journalist, who is al- 
ways avenging something or other, and 
who might have served as the villiuuof the 
story. The average clubwoman comes in 
for a good deal of attention us the book 
progresses, and possibly that may be the 
problem to solve which the book was writ- 
ten. Every novel that is not a romance 
now has to have a problem, and very possi- 
bly the story may be one of the successes 
of the season. The story is published by 
D. Appleton und Company, and it will cer- 
tainly provoke a good deal of discussion.

“Horrible, wliat can have 
gotten into the pipes?"

Every one 
with reasonably sensitive nostrils who 
drunk city water on tliut evening could not 
help remarking upon the peculiar smell 
and taste of the wuter.

BEETLES AS UNDERTAKERS. 

When They Find a Dead Animal, It 
Im liurieil For Future Cue. 

People often wonder what becomes of 
the dead mice uud deud birds, for, 
though birds und mice are constantly I 
dying in large numbers, hardly one is I 
ever to he seen. The fact is that they ! 
are hurled by beetles. Buchner gives u i 
brief account of them as follows: 

“Several of them unite together to 
bury under the ground, us food and slid- , 
ter for their young, some dead animal, 1 
such us a mouse, a toad, a mole, a bird, I 
etc. The burial is performed because the 
corpse, if left above ground, would ei- ' 
tlier dry up or grow rotten or be eaten , 
by other animals. In all these cases the 
young wouhl perish, whereas the dead I 
body lying in the earth and withdrawn j 
from the outer air lasts very well. 

"The burying beetle goes to work in a j 
very well considered fashion, for they 
scrape away (lie earth lyinjr under the 
body so t Im t it sinks of itself deeper and I 
deeper. When it Is deep enough, it is i 
covered over from above.

A memorial servlca was held Sunday 
morning at the Universalist church, New- 
tonville, in memory of Mrs. Goddard, Dea- 
con Ross, Miss Bradshaw and Master Ed- 
win W. Corey. A laige audience was 
present. Addresses were delivered by Rev. 
John Coleman Adams, D. D.. of Brooklyn, 
N. Y. t Mrs. Jane L. Patterson of Roxhury. 
Rev. Dr. G. L. I’eriii of Boston and Rev. 
F. A. Bisbee, D. 1)., Editor of the Univer- 
salist Leader. I)r. Adams paid a beautiful 
tribute to tlm memory of Mrs. Goddard. 
He spoke with deep feeling of* her life 
long devotion to, and interest in, tlie Uni- 
versalist efturoh. lie said that although 
she was a woman in allluent circumstances, 
and other doors would gladly have swung 
open, she sought out ami worshipped 
with tlm little company of Universalists 
then meeting in a hall over a drug store. 
Her life which was filled with benevolent 
deeds was reviewed. Tlie speaker said 
that she was a splendid representation of 
tlm gospel, which she loved. He said that 
when as a young man, lie came as pastor to 
this society, Mrs. Goddard was tlie first to 
greet him and tiiut slm always spoke words 
of encouragement nnd hope. 

He also spoke of Mr. Ross as a man of 
the highest devotion to the church. A man 
who during his entire life was faithful to 
every trust as officer and member. Dr. 
Adams was followed by Mrs. June L. 
Patterson, a very near personal friend of 
Mrs. Goddard, blm told how as u young 
woman, Mrs. Goddard, with the money al- 
lowed her from her husband’s small salary 
of twelve hundred dollars, hired rooms 
and becau tohelp poor but worthy families. 
Mrs. Patterson reviewed Mrs. Goddard’s 
life in detail, showing its expanding pow- 
ers of usefulness which until her death 
covered so many fields. Mrs Patterson’s 
remarks were intense with suppressed 
emotion which spoke even more tliun her 
beautiful tribute of the deep love slm had 
for the departed friend. 

Dr. Perin as financial secret »ry of the 
Universalist church, spoke of the many 
branches of the church that were helped 
by Mrs. Goddard’s liberality. Among the 
prominent institutions lie spoke of Tufts 
College, Goddard Seminary, Dean Acad* 
amy, Westbrook Seminary, the Every- 
Day church, the general and state conven- 
tions, and tlie Japan mission. He then 
spoke of the wide-spread iniluenco of this 
beautiful life and said it would ever be 
held in loving remembrance by our entire 
church. 

Dr. Bishee said lie would speak for those 
who had never known Mrs. Goddard per- 
sonally. He said she hud influenced his 
life without knowing it. He then pointed 
out the fact that every one who attended 
any of the institutions of learning, 
mentioned before, had been helped by Mrs. 
Goddard. That every Universalist was 
under obligation to her for her splendid 
services in behalf of our church. The pas- 
tor, Rev. L. G. Dunham, spoke in closing 
of Miss Bradshaw and Master Corey. lie 
said that Miss Bradshaw had given to her 
church Hie most precious of gifts, the gift 
of herself in loving service. That she had 
with tlie others whose memory we honor 
today served her church faithfully and 
well, and in serving it had served God. 
He said of Master Corey that he was 
.always in his place in the Sunday school 
that lie was always ready to do his part, 
and that he was a hoy who would inspire 
in liis parents noble hopes for his future, 
and though The Heavenly Father hud 
called him to another world he would lead 
him forward into nobler life, building in 
tlie future ages a noble and beautiful char- 
acter upon the foundation of stalwart and 
manly traits which as a hoy, lie hud mani- 
fested in liis life on earth. The service 
while sa l was yet inspiring and uplifting, 
ami all doubtless felt that it had been a 
sacred privilege to have been intimately- 
associated with these beautiful characters 
in tlm work of tlie church.

central part of the islands. 

The special problem of the Philippines 
now engaging the American people is, can 
white men live and prosper, generation 
after generation, on these islands? It 
seems to have been demonstrated that they 
cannot. Climate is not the only barrier to 
colonization, Anglo Saxons seem always 
to have an inordinate thirst for alcohol 
when they live in the tropics; they cling to 
their meat and other heavy foods; they in- 
sist upon exercising too much, and they, 
theretore.endnre the hot climate less easily 
than the Spaniards and Italians, who adapt 
themselves more readily to a new environ- 
ment. Germans in the Congo themselves 
labor in the fields, and die like Hies in con- 
sequence, while the Spaniards merely over- 
see the work of their native laborers, and 
so have only a moderate death rate. 

Again, the Latin races are ready to Inter- 
marry with the tropical natives, and in 
that way secure a population that can 
stand the climate. This the Anglo-Saxon 
is unwilling to do, atul he is, therefore, at a 
disadvantage in tropical colonization as 
compared with the Latin races. 

Humidity is a worse climatic element to 
deal with than temperature. The French 
in Algeria have learned, by strict attention 
to diet and other hygienic matters, to live 
and thrive. Hut Algeria has a dry climate. 

In the Philippines to excessive heat is add- 
ed a rainfall two or three times as great as 
in New England. In Hawaii, Mexico, 
South Africa and some parts of South 
America the nearness to the equator is 
neutralized by a high altitude, on which 
tlie white man can live and multiply. Hut 
in these islands the mountains are of vol- 
canic origin, of smull areas in comparison 
with their height, and afford little relief. 

In spite of these difficulties some healthy 
men may be able to spend their lives in the 
Philippines and escape death by climatic 
diseases. Hut it is otherwise with women 
and children. In India 05 per cent of ttie 
white children die before they are t> years 
old. .Spanish women have never succeeded 
in reuring families in Manila. So, if we 
colonize the islands, it must be by men 
alone, who go there to engage in business, 
not hoping to establish homes. Labor 
must be done by the natives, who seem in- 
clined alwajs to stop work, as soon as they 
get their wages, until t he money is gone. 
The only reliable laborers are the Chinese 
and Japanese, with the Indian coolies, im- 
ported for tlie purpose. This question of 
coolie labor opens at once a multitude of 
social and economic questions, with which, 
however, the present speaker has nothing 
tojdo.

The beer question is playing an import- 
ant'part in tlie contest for Congress in 
this district. Congressman Daniel Ernieu- 
trnuMdicd several weeks ago, and his suc- 
cessor will be chosen at the November 
election. There are four candidates—

Green, Dr. E. M. Herbst and Walter H. 
Hieber. Last Saturday these four signed 
an agreement not to give out any orders 
for beer or other liquor during their can- 
vass. This caused a great howl among 
tlie faithful, and tlie candidates, thorough- 
ly scared, modified their decision by stat- 
ing that they would put ujj one keg at each 
meeting during tlie campaign. Now tlie 
country landlords are up in arms. They 
accuse tho candidates of working against 
their interests, and they have held a meet- 
ing at which they gave full vent to their 
feelings by the passage of resolutions of 
indignation. They agreed at tlie same 
time not to put up a keg of beer if meet- 
ings are to be held at their hotels, in case 
it is to be paid for by the candidates joint- 
ly. They are opposed to any campaign 
methods which do not iticludean unlimited 
supply of beer, as in time past. The beer 
bill of a candidate for C< tigress in this dis- 
trict in a close contest in other years 
ranged all tlie way from S 2000 to $ 400 u.

The Hawaiian patriots who cot their 
islands annexed to the United States, for 
tlie money there was in it, are now being 
tardily exposed by fervent annexationist 
organs in America.

HOME TRAINING. 

The first and most difficult lesson a child 
has to learn is control of self ; and that can 
only be taught by impressing tlie conviction 
t hat lie is under authority and subject to 
laws to which he must subordinate Ins own 
passions and will. If this lesson is not 
learned in childhood, the youth enters the 
race of life heavily handicapped, and, until 
lie learns it by bitter experience, lie is in 
Imminent danger of lulling into evil ways. 

It is a notorious faet that the majority of 
criminals become such in youth or early 
manhood ; and the reason is that they do 
not begin life with an ingrained realization 
that they are subject to any authority 
which they must obey. 

I it is possible that we, as a nation, are not 
sinners above all others m the laxity of 
parental discipline. But there is surely no 
other feature of our family life which 
strikes foreigners, visiting this country, 
with so much amazement, or which excites 
so much wondering comment. We arc apt 
to regard tlie wayward and unruly child, 
the ubiquitous enfant terrible, with indul- 
gent amusement; but in reality such a child 
is the embodiment of most dangerous 
possibilities. Perhaps it is too much to 
say that lie is a criminal in embryo, or in 
miniature, but it is certain that lie lacks ex- 
actly that power of self control and that 
submission to stipetior authority, the want 
of which leads men into crime. And it is 
certain that unless tlie child shall happen 
to acquire, by some other means, tlie essen- 
tial elements of law-abiding character, 
which parental discipline ought to have 
developed and strengthened in him from 
his cradle up, one is justified in regarding 
his future career with the gravest solici- 
tude.— Eugene Smith.

HOW RAISINS ARE MADE. 

The Methods of the Grope Groovers of 
Southern Californio. 

The gang of workers moves in a bunch, 
clipping off the translucent clusters of 
muscatels, arranging them upon the 
trays to shri and shrivel under the 
rays of the sun into the concentrated 
delicacy wo know. Behind them the lines 
of trays lie, a basking array of shim- 
mering fruit, and some one interested is 
shoving the clusters together, that the 
tray shall he honestly filled, for the 
workers are paid by the tray. 

After two weeks’ exposure to the dry 
heat the filled trays are ready to he 
turned so that the grapes may be cured 
evenly. This is accomplished by two 
men. one on cither side, placing an empty 
tray over the full one, dexterously re- 
versing it, then, carrying the upper one 
with them, repenting the process on 
down t he row. It is at this stage in the 
curing that the grape is most delccta- 
ble. 

The amber is changing through ruddy 
stages to amethyst, and the sun warmed 
balls are drops of honey— double distill- 
ed. so sweet they make you long with a 
great thirst for the red water tank shim- 
mering jn tin* sunlight 40 acres away, 
but you must eat and eat. and go on eat- 
ing even while your palate is cloying 
with the sweetness. 

In another week the dried grapes ure 
ready for the sweat boxes. These wide, 
open boxes contain from 150 to 100 
pounds, and ns the raisins become suffi- 
ciently cured they are sorted from the 
others and placed therein, the large, per- 
fect clusters, and the inferior, broken 
pieces in separate boxes. These are usu- 
ally carried to a sweating house, n closed 
structure, in which they soften aiul 
moisten evenly, the drying having made 
the stems exceedingly brittle, or simply 
stacked in one corner of the packing 
house to nwnit the grading and pack- 
ing. — Land of Sunshine.
